his story today. He is from Grand 
Rapids, Michigan. His story begins 
at the point wrhere the Michigan 
Central train derailed and came to 
a stop across the New York Central 
tracks. 
"The 
car swayed suddenly and 
left the tracks,” 
he 
said. 
"W e 
bumped along the ties for a few 
feet at full speed. From one side 
I heard the blast of a whistle. I 
looked out. There wras another train 
bearing down on us at full speed. 
"I couldn’t move. I tried to open 
the door into the day coach to shout 
to the people inside. My hand re­ 
fused to function. 
" It 
perhaps 
w asn’t 
more 
than 
thirty seconds between the time I 
saw that train and the moment it 
hit us 
It was ten years to me. 
The light of the headlight of the 
approaching train made everything 
as bright as day where I stood. I 
thought I was surely going to be 
killed. 
“As I stood I could see into the 
day coach. On the side the New 
York Central train was approaching 
I could see that other passengers 
had seen the train. A woman jumped 
from her seat. She held a little 
girl to her breast. Men jumped up— 
one even started for the door where 
I vcas standing.
